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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-17 are allowed. 

2. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Examiner cites the following references as pertinent to the 
disclosure due to their relevance with EL touch sensitive switches.

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: As to Claims 
1 and 9 , the above cited references have failed to teach or suggest, either alone or in 
combination the following: "said phosphor layer disposed between said rear electrode 
and said pad define an illuminated region when energized by a first voltage, wherein 
said substantially conductive trace and said pad cooperate to define a detection region 
substantially coinciding with said illuminated region when energized by a second 
voltage." 

As to Claim 10 , the above cited references have failed to teach or suggest, either 
alone or in combination the following: "energizing an illumination region defined by said 
phosphor layer disposed between said rear electrode layer and said pad, said 
illumination region energized by a first voltage; and energizing a detection region 
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formed about said substantially conductive trace and said pad, said detection region 
energized by a second voltage."
